Provided that the CentralG overmnent m ly, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriag ■ and that there arc other grounds for 30 doing, exempt anyperson from the operation of this 
rule. 


5. Power to relax.—Whore the Central Government is of the opinion that It is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any c f the provisions of these rples with respect to a ny class c r category of persons, 

6. Saving,—Nothing in these rules shall aifect reservatljii, relaxation of aga limit anl other oaeesii oas required to be provided 
for th; ScheduledCistjs, the Schidubd Tribes and other 3.nec;al cctegiriesofpjrso.is in accordance withtheorders is3u;d by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 125.—In eixerciso of the powers conferred by sub- 
seclion (1) read with clause (i> of sub-section (2) of Section 
30 and clause (b> of sub-section flj of Section 17 of the 
Atopiic Enerjiy Act, 1962 (33 of 1962) and all other powers 
enablinp it m this behalf, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely,— 

1, Short title, extent and commencement.—(1) These rules 
may be called the Atomic Energy (Safe Disposal of Radio¬ 
active Wastes) Rules, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definition.^.—In these rule.s, unlese the conte.xt othetwisc 
requires r— 

(i) “accident condition’’ means a substantial deviation 

from normal operating conditions which could lead 
to release of unacceptable quantities of radioactive 
materials if the relevant engineered safety features 
■ did not function a.s per design intent; 

(ii) “Act” mean# the Atomic Energy Act, 1962, (33 of 

1962); 

(iii) “adequate protection’’ means protection against radia¬ 

tion so provided that the prescribed operational limits 
are not exceeded ; 

(iv) “applicant” means a person or an organisation that 
applies, in Form A, for granting of authorisation to 
perform specified activities connected with disposal 
of radioactive wastes ; 

(v) "authorisation’’ means permission for disposal of radio¬ 

active wastes, granted by the competent authority in 
Form B' ; 

(vi) "authorised person” means a person authorised by 

the competent authority to disposal of radioactive 
waste in icCordanct with the provisions of these 
rules ; 

(vii) “competent authority" means any officer or authority 

appointed by the Central Government by notification 
under these rules ; 
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(viii) "conditionins’” means those operations, chemical or 
physical, that transform the radioactive waste into 
a fonti suitable lor transport, storaije or final disposal 
and may include converting the waste to another 
form, enclosing the waste in containers and provid¬ 
ing additional packaging; 

(ix) '‘contamination" means the presence of radioactive 
substance m a material or place that may be speci¬ 
fied as excessive by tbe competent authority by noti¬ 
fication for the purposes of these rules; 

(x) “disposal” meatus release of any material to the 

environment in a manner leading to loss of control 
over the future disposition of the radionuclides con¬ 
tained therein and includes emplacement of waste 
materials in a repository; 

(xi) “disposal limits” means the limits for disposal of. 

radioactive waste, pre.scribed from time to time by 
the Competent authority under these rules; 

(xii) “eflfluent” means gaseous, particulate or liquid emis¬ 

sion which is discharged from the installation into 
its environment; 

(xiii) “environment” means the surroundings of an instal¬ 
lation that will influence the life, survival and develop¬ 
ment of human beings and any organisms relevant 
to man; 

(xiv) “employer” means a person who employs workers or 

who is self-employed as a worker in an installation; 

(xv) “Form” means form attached to these rules; 

fxvi) “installaton” or “institution” means any locution where¬ 
in the processes incidental to the waste generation, 
conditioning, storage and disposal aic carried out; 

(xvii) “institutional control” means controls or actions to 
preclude unauthori.sed human contact with radio¬ 
active waste and include controlled access to the 
installation and to the restricted area around it, 
periodic inspection and surveillance of the said instal¬ 
lation and it.s restricted urea, controlled productive 
use of the said restricted area and restrictions in the 
form of titles and deeds for land use; 

(xviii) “opartional limits” means operational limits prescribed 
ffom time to time under the Radiation Protection 
Rulci, 1971; 

(.xix) “packaging” mean.s any container prepared for con- 
t.nining the conditioned waste for handling, trans¬ 
portation, storage or dispo.sal and may be permanent 
part of the waste package or it may be n reusable 
cask or ovcrpack; 

txx) “person includes, 

(I) ajiy individual, corporation, association of persons 
whether incorporated or not, partnership, estate, 
trust, private or public institution, group, govern¬ 
ment agency, or any stale or any political sub¬ 
division thereof or any political entity within 
stale, any foreign government or nation or any 
political sub-division of any such government or 
nation or other entity; 

(ii) any legal succes.sor, rcpresenlative or agent of 
each of the foregoing; 

(,■ 0 . 1 ) “Radiological Safety Officer” means anv person who 
is so designated by the employer and svho, in the 
opinion of the competent authority, is qualified to 
discharge the duties and functions outlined in rule 
13 of these rules; 

Cxxii) “radioactive waste” means any waste material con¬ 
taining radionculides in quantities or concentrations 
as prescribed bv the competent authority by notifi¬ 
cation in the official gazette; 

fxxiii) “repository” means an underground geological for- 
, mation with or wilhont engineered barriers, or an 
overground vault in which waste may he emplaced 
for disposal; 


(xxiv) “restricted area” means any area access to w hich to 
controlled by the employer and approved as such by 
the competent authority for purposes of protection 
of individuals from exposure to radiation and radio¬ 
active contamination; 

(xxv) “Schedule” means Schedule attached to these rules; 

Uxvi) “ttbrage" as distmet from disposal, means containment 
of the radioaevtive wastes under controlled conditions 
and under radiation surveillance in accordance with 
the provisions of the Radiation Protection Rules, 
1971; 

(xxvh) “Surveillance” includes all planned activities per¬ 
formed,— 

(i) to ensure that conditions at an installation remain 

within prescribed limits; 

(ii) to ensure that the oporaliona] ]imil.s prescribed 
under the Radiation Protection Rules, 1971, are 
not exceeded; and 

(ill) to detect in a timely manner any unsafe condition 
and the degradation of structures, system and com¬ 
ponents which coultj at a later time result in an un¬ 
safe Condition in the installation or in its environ¬ 
ment; 

(xxviii) "waste form” means the physical and chemical form 
of the Waste, without its packafling; 

(xxix) “waste package” means waste lurm duly contained in 
its packaging for handling, transportation, storage or 
disposal; 

(xxx) words and expressions ii.sed in these rules and not 
defined but defined in the Act, shall have the mean¬ 
ings respectively assigned to them in the Act,. 

3. Restrictions on the disposal of radioactive waste.—No 
person shall dispose of radioactive waste,— 

(a) unless he has obtained an auihorisation from the 

competent authority under these rules; 

(b) in any manner other than in accordance with the 

terms and conditions specified in the authorisation 
issued under these fulcs; 

(c) in any location different from thotg specified in tbe 

authorisation; 

(d) in r^uantiiics exceeding those specified in the authori¬ 

sation. 

4. Application for authori.sation.—Fach application for 
authorisation to dispose of or transfer tadioactive waste shall 
be made (save as provided in rule 15) in Form I and shall 
include,^— 

(i) brief description of,— 

(a) the process, materials and equipment generating 

radioactive wastes in the installation; 

(b) the equipment and systems provided in the waste 
generating installation to monitor and control the 
radioactive wastes and to reduce enviornmcntal 
releases; 

(c) the environment around the_ installation; 

(d) the processes and equipment in the installation 

for conditioning, treatment ond disposal of radio- 
■ active waste and the staff employed for the pur¬ 
pose; 

(c) safety devices incorporated in the waste disposal 
installation to contain the radioactive effluents and 
control their release to unrestricted areas during 
normal operations, including anticipated operational 
occurrences and to keep these releases as low as 
resonably achievable (ALAR A); 

(f) an c.stimate of the nmonnts of annual releases, dis¬ 
charges and leakages from radioactive svaste re¬ 
positories during normal condition and an analysis 
of their anticipated enviornniental impact;

radioactive wastes arising from such accidents; 
and 

(i) design features of surveillance equipment incorporat¬ 

ed or otherwise provided in and around the waste 
disposal installation to monitor the normal re¬ 
leases of activity and those leleased in the 
event of an accident; 

(ii) estimates of the quantities of each of the principal 
radionuclides expected to he released in the environ¬ 
ment annually (in solid, liquid and gaseous form) 
during normal operations; 

<iii) any other information, which the competent authority 
may deem necessary to evaluate the safety status of 
waste disposal operations. 

5. Issuance of authorisation.—^The competent authority shall 
issue authorisation in Form II where it is satisfied that the 
applicant has complied with the requirements of nile 4, 

6. Duties of the authorised person.^Every authorised 

person shall ensure that,— 

(i) disposal of radioactive wastes is done in accordance 
with the provisions of these rules, and in accordance 
with the terms and conditions laid down in the 
authorisation; 

(11) records of waste disposal are maintained in Form III 
for the periods stipulated by the competent authority; 

(iii) all the requirements of the Radiation Protection 

Rules, 1971 arc complied with. 

(Iv) any operation likely to result in a more hazardous 
accident than that envisaged in the safety analysis 
given by the applicant under rule 4 (1) (g) are not 
carried out in the installation; 

(v) personnel monitorin« and environmental surveillance 

is carried out on a continued basis to evaluate the 
risks and to monitor the cnviommental impact of 
the waste disposal operations; 

(vi) Unless stipulated otherwise In the authorisation, 
quarterly reports arc submitted to the competent 
authority in form IV; 

(vii) reports received on any htzaradou.s situation, as pto- 
vided under clause (g) of rule 13, are forthwith 
transmitted to the competent authority; 

(viii) that the Radiological Safety Officer discharges his 
duties under rule 13 of these rules; 

(fat) after the waste di.sposal installation is closed. Insti¬ 
tutional control is maintained for such time as sti¬ 
pulated by the competent authority in each specific 
case under rule 11. 

7. Maintenance Of Records of Wa.ste Disposal.—Every 
authorised person shall maintain records of disposal or radio¬ 
active waste giving the following particulars .— 

(a) the description, quantty, physical state, chemical 

characteristics and the itte of disposal cf each con¬ 
signment of radioctivc waste; 

(b) mode of disposal, concentration of radloacfive material 

ip the waste diffposed of and site of disposal; 

(c) names of the workers and the Radiological Safety 

Officer associated with the disposal of the radioctivc 
waste; -■ 

(d) data on periodic radiation surveillance in and around 

the site of the disposal of radioactive waste, as speci¬ 
fied- in the authorisation; 

(«) any other information which the corrvpefent authority 
deems necessary. 


S. Installation for Disposal of Radioactive Waste to be con¬ 
sidered as Radiation installation:—^Any installation for disposal 
of radioactive waste shall be considered a radiation instal¬ 
lation us defined under the Radiation Protection Rules, 
1971. 

9. Prevention of Entry into Restricted Areas:—^The authori¬ 
sed person shall make adequate airangements to prevent entry 
of unauthorised members of the public in the restricted areas 
and shall further ensure that only the essential staff remains 
in the said areas to perform necessary operations. 

10. Power to Inspect Installations:—Any person duly autho¬ 
rised by the competent authority under section 17 of the Act, 
for putpo.scs of inspection and enforcement of these rules, 
may at any time :— 

(a) iaspcct any insinuation whore disposal of radioactive 

waste is carried out; 

(b) inspect any equipment (permanently installed or mo¬ 

bile) therein j 

(c) make such tests and.or measurements as may be ne¬ 

cessary for purposes of evaluating radiation hazards; 

(d) order disposal of such radioctivc wastes us be deems 
neceessary in the interest of radiation protection; 

. (e) do all such things (including examination of relevant 
records) as he may consider necessary for purposes 
of determining the adequacy or otherwise of the me¬ 
thods employed and devices used therein for coritro- 
lliog and monitoring environmental release of radi¬ 
oactive materials. 

11. Closure tnd -Institutional Control;—Decommissioning 
or closure of a radioactive waste disposal installation and insti¬ 
tutional control shall be undertaken by the authorised person 
after obtaining a permission from the competent authority and 
in accordance with the procedure a.s prescribed by the compe¬ 
tent authority in each case. 

12. Rodiologicol Safety Officer,—Tlie authorised person 
shall designate, with the approval of the competent authority, 
either himself or a person under his employ as Radiological 
Safety Officer. Tlie Radiological Safety Officer shall possess 
the following minimum educational qualifications, tiaining 
and experience;— 

(i) A graduate in science with mathematics and physics 

as the subjects; 

(ii) Training in radiological safety at the Bhabliu Atomic 

Research Centre or at any other organisation recog¬ 
nised as equivalent by the competent authority: 

(iii) One year experience of discharging relevant duties 

under a qualified Radiological Safety Officer. 

13. Duties and Functions of the Radiological Safety Offi¬ 
cer,—^The duties and functions of the Radiological Safety 
Officer in the radiation installation shall be aa follows ; 

(a) to advise the employer regarding the safe handling 

and disposal of radioactive wastes and on the steps 
necessary to ensure that the operational limits are 
not c.xcceded; 

(b) to instruct the radiation workers engaged in waste 

disposal on the hazards of radiation and on suitable 
safety measures and work practices aimed at mini¬ 
mising exposures to radiation and contamination, 
and to ensiire that adequate radiation surveillance is 
provided for all radiation workers and the enviion- 
ment; 

(c) to carry out .such tests on conditioned radioactive 

wastes, as specified by (he competent authority; 

(dj to ensure that all buildings, laboratories and plants 
wherein radioactive waster will be Or are likely to 
he handled/produced, conditioned or stored or dis¬ 
charged from, arc designed to provide adequate 
safety for safe handling and disposal of radio¬ 
active waste : 
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(e) to assess iho radiation protection instrumonts requir¬ 

ed lor an installation and to keep such instruments 
m use under proper calibratiaii; 

(f) to help investigate and initiate prompt and suitable 

remedial measures in respect of any situation that 
could lend to radiation huzard-S ; 

(g) to enSUic that repotts on all ha*ardOLis situations 
(incliidmg situations of the type referred lO in tide 
14 or as laid down by the competent authority 
regarding operalioiul limits) aloiig with details of 
any immediate remedial measures that may have 
been initiated, tire made available immediately to 
Ins eniplover and a copy thereof to the competent 
authority ; 

(,h) to ensure that the provisions of the Radiation Pro¬ 
tection Rules, 1971 are followed properly. 

14. Accidental release of itidioactive waste.—In the event 
of accidental release of any radioactive material resulting in 
personnel, surface or envlromental contamination, the Radio¬ 
logical Safety Officer shall :— 

(a) take steps to arrange for llie immediate deconta¬ 
mination of the affected personnel and areas and 
other rcmciUa] measures as required ; 

(b) inform immediately the employer and the competent 
authority, details of the Incident, remedial measures 
initiated and programme for disposal of contami¬ 
nated material, if any. 

15. Special Provisions for Instullation.s such as Hospitals 
and Tracer Research Laboratories.—(1) Persons using fimall 
amounts of radioisotopes of sery Short effective half life 
(such as in medical practice and tracer applications) may sub¬ 
mit their application in Form V for authorisation to dispose 
of radioactive waste. 

(2) without prejudice to the generality of these rules, a 
person thus ntilhorised may dispose of wastes containing 
short lived radioisotopes, contuminuted materials and conta¬ 
minated effluents, in accordance with the procedures and 
conditions laid down in the Schedule. 


16. Prior Approval of Modincutiona,—Any modification to 
any installation for the disposal of radioactive waste or any 
change in the working conditions therein, shall be done only 
with the approval of the competent authority. 

17. Power to Suspend or Cancel an Authorisation.—The 
competent authority may cancel an authorisation issued under 
these tules or suspend it for such period ns it thinks fit, if in 
its opinion, the authorised person ha® failed to comply with 
ahy of the conditions of the nuthoriSntion or with any 
provisions of the Act or these Rules after giving the 
authorised person, an opportunity to show cause and after 
lecording reasons therefor, 

18. Power of the Competent authority in the case of can¬ 
cellation of authorisation.—^Cpon suspension or cancellation 
of the authorisation and during the pendency of an appeal 
the Competent Authority may gi\e directions to the persons 
whose authorisation has been suspended or cancelled for the 
safe storage of the radioactise wastes, and such person shojl 
comply with such directions. 

19. Authorisation for Existing Installations.—Every person 
presently engaged in disposing of radioactive Wastes shall, 
obtain an authorisation under these rules from the compe¬ 
tent authority within six munihs from the date Of coming 
into force of these rules. 

20. Powers to Ask for Retords.-^In addition to ihe quar¬ 
terly reports in Form IV, the authorised person shall submit 
such periodical reports to the competent authority, as sti- 
prrlatcd in the authorisation for ensuring safe disposal of 
radioactive waste.

Institutions such as hospitals and tracer research labora¬ 
tories, handling small quantities of radioisotopes of short 
effective half life may, alter obtaining the authorisation, under 
rule 3i undertake disposal of radioactive waste, in accordance 
with the following procedures :— 

1. Disposal of Radioactive Waste by Release into Sanitary 
Sewerage System.-~An authorised person may discharge ra¬ 
dioactive waste, into a sanitary sewerage system, provided;— 

(a) the waste is readily soluble or dispersible in water; 

(b) the maximum quantity of radioactive material releas¬ 
ed in the sanitary sewerage system is less Uian the 
quantity prescribed in Tabje 1 of this Schedule and 
is not in excess of the quantity which, if diluted by 
the average daily quantity of sewerage released into 
the sewerage system by the autliorised institution, 
wUl result in an average monthly concentration

(d) adequate environmental surveillance, including air 
monitoring where necessary, will be provided to 
ensure that the operational limits arc not exceeded ; 

(c) the incineration operations are undertaken under 
direct supervision of the radiological safely officer; 

(f) up-to-date records are maintained, in Form Iff annex¬ 
ed to these rules, of the incineration operations 
indicating die names of radionuclides and their 
amounts finally disposed in gaseous, liquid and solid 
form, the details of such disposals, names of the 
persons involved in these operations and the data 
on radiation surveillance. 

4, Records etc.—Quarterly record.s, in respect of the dis¬ 
posal operations, shall be submitted to the competent autho¬ 
rity in Form IV. 

5. Other conditions.—^The authorised person shall abide 
by,- 

(i) such orders as niay be i.ssued, by notifications, by the 

competent authority modifying the concentrations 
pre.scribed in Table I or the quantities prescribed 
in Tables 1 and 2. 

(ii) any other safety measures stipulated by the compe¬ 

tent authority in accordance with these rules.

G.S.R. 127.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession

4. Disqualification.—^No person,— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 

tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriagfe is permissible imder the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate¬ 
gory of persons, 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reseiwations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Chste.s. the Scheduled Tnbes, 
Ex-Siervicemen and other special categories of persons m 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regards.
